| This Week I Discuss: “Some Sidclights On Fruit 
And Vegetables.” : 


HERE is abundant evidence 
that the cons(ftuenta of the 
body flesh-forming substances, 
fats, starches, salts and water 
when supplied in abundance’ 
paradoxically will not maintain 
life and health, There are certain 
constituents of the plant which 
the world now knows as 'vita- 
niins,” or accessory food factors, 
which must, be added to the diet 
df health and growth are to be 
maintained. 
The main sources of one of the 
most valuable vitantins are freah 


fruits, especially oranges and 


Jemons, Fruit juices generally 
speaking, are sources of all the 
vitamins, and, in particular, that 
which prevents scurvy. , Captain 
Cook was able to circumnavigate 
the world because be used plenty 
of lemon juice, decoctions of 
malted barley, and other vitamin 
containing fresh food. Scurvy 
now has no terrors for explorers 
provided “with orange, and lemon: 
juice. 

Moat sun-dried, fruits are not 
only sources of vitamins, but are 
also rich in the valuable minoral 
salts.’ Ratains contain calcium, 
magnesium, potassium, © phos- 
phorus, and iron in such valuable 
amounts that, according to Mr. 
Alma. Baker: “Every: athlete, 
every mother, every child should 
cultivate the raisin habit, aa it.in-. 
creases the red corpuscles in the 
blood by its iron content.,f.girls 
would) make a habit of. eating 
rajsins daily they would diacard 
the rouge pot.” 

The organic salts in fruit 
arouse the appetite and aid diges- 
tion’ by increasing the flow of 
saliva und gastric juices. They 
render the blood less alkaline and 
increase the phosphates in the 
red blood cells. 

The apple, the “king of fruits”, 
contains potesh, soda, magnesia 
and phosphorus, and is an. excel- 
lent brain and nerve food, with 
tonic and laxative propertics. 

The acid of the apple is excet- 
lent for. the teeth and gums, “An 
apple a day keeps the doctor 
away.” “Two apples a day keep 
the dentist at bay.” 

The banana, the “bread of the 
tropics,” shares with dates, figs, . 
grapes, and nuts, high nutritive 
propertics. It possesses,: whon 
quite ripe, 20 per cent. of sugar, 
and should be caten when the 
skin is almost black. 

Raspberries. and strawberrics, 
being highly acid, clear tho blood 
of uric acid, and act as a tonic 
and stimulant. Tho strawberry’ 
also contains much. iron, and Is 
valuable in anaemia. Thus atraw- 
berries and cream are both ap- 
netising and nutritious. 

Fruits should be caten raw on 
an empty stomach, or combined 
with nuts. On-a-diet of fruit and 


“nuts, the colouring of tho ‘skin 


improves, the complexion becomes 


clear, and the eyes bright. The 


temper improves, as there are no 
toxins to be eliminated. ‘ 

‘o maintain health, particular- 
ly in hot weather, people over 
forty are well advised to eat fruit 
for brenkfast, at lunch, and as 
dossert at dinner, to.make sure of 
getting enough fron, calcium, 
phosphorus, regulating — acida, 
vitamins and cellulose. -At least 
one orange, one apple or some 
fruit should be eaten by every- 


body ev day, and there is no 
rea this cannot be done 
for Along Kong is blessed with a 


large variety of good fruit at 
cheap ‘prices, 

Under ordinary circumstances 
three vegetables and at least two . 
helpings of fruit should be eaten . 
every day. If the “Depression” ts 
still with some families—sacrifice 
the fruit and concentrate on the 
vegxetables, for vegetables provide 
more minerals and vitamins for 
the money than docs fruit—com- 
bined they are ideal. 

Although we eat too: much 
cooked food, provided, however, 


that ‘vegetables are cooked'pro-- . 


perly, they still retain most of 


_ their valuable properties. 


“Our main reorons ‘ for eating 
fruit and vegetables are:— 

To supply the necessary salts 
~~lime, iron, etc--, for bones and 
teeth. ‘hy oy 

To supply vitamins—for bones 
and teeth and for general well- . 
being. . 

To provide ; “roughage” .and 
bulk for the intestines, 

The common methods of cook- 
ing vegetables, howover, largely 
destroy their nutritive properties, 


Common Mistakes 


Common mistukes in the cook- 
ing of vegetables are: 

- 1. QOver-trimming. In many 
‘cases (notably  potatecs), tho 
most valuable’ part ia just under . 
the skin, ‘and is removed in peel- 
ing. » With = xreen vegetables 
(such as cabliage) it is the outer, 
xrecnest Ieaves that are the most 
nutritious, 

2° Cooking too slowly, and’ 
over-cooking. Vitamins are dea- 
troyed byy Tong cooking. «. 

3. The use of soda. This des- 
troys the vitamins. Lump sugar 
instead, will retain the colour -of.. 
the vegetables. 

4. Using too much water for 
cooking. The salts arg extracted 
by bolling, and, when the water 
in which the vegetables wore 
cooked is thrown away, the fron, . 
Hime, ete., is thrown away, with 
it. Ieaving mainly tho framework 
of tho vegetables (which supplies 
the “roughage’’). 

‘A minimum of water should be 
used, where possible (as in cook- | 
ing spinach, carrots ete.) and 
what remains served up with the 
verctable asin puree, or thickenod | 
and: mixed with milk'as.a white 
sauce. : ;

A woman writer has been complaining: that, for all the boasted 

emancipation of wonin, marriage customs still perpetuate 
her oldtime inferiority. Is not the bride still given away? Does 
nat she lose her own name and take that of her husband? “Who 
jeiveth this woman to be married to this man?” She does not 
even give herself away; she is still “handed over from one tribal 
family, to another, just like a bay of salt or a box of cheese!” 
And then—though not always—she has to promise, to “obey,” 
as though she were still the servant or the good little ¢hild that 
by a pleasant fiction she was once thought to be! All this is 
very regrettable, no doubt, and to anyone who takes it serious- 
ly must be as insulting as it is untrue. Are men to blame? In 
a recent detective novel written by a woman, Miss Dorot! 
Siyers, one of the characters is made to say,.“It is go madden- 
ing, the calm assumption of superiority that a man puts on 
when he is talking to a woman.” It is easily understood why 
authoresses feel like this. From the days of Jane Austen the novel 
is the one field in which women have indisputably held their own. 
It is only a hundred years since Southey wrote to Charlotte 
Bronte that literature could not be the business of a woman's 
life, and ought not to be. Yet for many women literature has 
indeed become the passionate business of life. , 

. But in marriage—to return to that engrossing subject— 
the-fiction of women’s inferiority has long since disappeared. The 
equality of the sexes is to-day (not in marriage alone) an article 
of democratic. faith. But the new equality has created for the 
modern woman a rather awkward situation, One woman is re- 
corded as saying: “I want to get married ‘just to prove that | 
can, and I don’t want to get married just to prove that J don’t 
have to. If I don’t, they'll say I ciTNf I do, they'll say I 
have no more independence than any other woman.” How to 
fit marriage into a carecr is to-day’s big problem for quite a 
number of- women. -The problem is further complicated by the 
fact that the man's point of view has to be considered. Equality 
is two-sided. Miss Bird, the famous traveller, was asked after 
her marriage if she would like to go to New Guinea. “Oh, yes," 
was the reply, “but I'm married now and, well—New Guinea is 
no sort of a place to take a man to!” Clearly the married woman 
has her troubles, but’ the compensations are many. Something 
like that must have been in the mind. of the compositor of the 
focal newspaper who was responsible for the misprint that “the 
wift of the bride to the bridegroom was a ‘beautiful dressing- 
down.” What more does woman want in’ the way of ‘equality ?
